INTEVESTING pepares AND STATISTICS. 


(Specially Reported for the Chicago Tribune.) 

A movement in the right direction in the 
present stage of the sorghum culture took 
place in the convention of farmers and sor- 
ghum-growers, at Rockford, Winnebago couns 
ty, on Saturday, Noy. Wth. The mecting 
convened in the Court House. From coaver- 
sation with those present, and from facts pre- 
sented at the meeting, as appended, our re- 
porter learmed that the product of the syrup 
for the present year will not fall short of 30,- 
000 gallons in Winnebago county alone, and 
that in 1862 it will reach, beyond peradventarc, 
100,000 gullona. 

At least fifty specimens were presented for 
examination, most of them of superior quality. 

C. W. Bockeex presented an excellent sam- 
ple from cane grown on the ground of Wm. 
Cone, New Milford. A sample presented by 
this gentleman, manufactured from cane ten 
days after cutting, was perticularly admired. 
It was free from acid, clear as amber, and in 
the process of crystallization, The same gen- 
tileman also presented five specimens grown 
upon as many different soils, ln which the pe- 
culilar characteristics of the soil were plainly 
discoverable. H. P. Kimbal exhibited a jar 
of syrup from the imphee, which he claimed 
to be superior to the sorghum. Specimens 
were Offered by other gentlemen, all of which 
were highly commended. At the suggestion 
of the Chairman, Geo. Mariner, Esq., the ex- 
hibitors gave their experience in ralsing the 
eorghum. 

Mr. Gro. Patterson said that he raised 
the specimen presented, upon a light sandy 
soil, which had been richly manared the pre- 
ceding vear. ‘The syrup prodaced was of a 
beautiful amber color, but thin. It was the 
firet he had made, and with experience thought 
he coutd do better. The darker specimen pre- 


sented by this gentleman was raised upon a 


dark clay soll, and manufactured by the same 
nrocess. Sandy soil produces a lighter syrup, 
but he considered the darkerthe better article. 
He had experimented but little, but he had 
learned that the syrup was of a better quality 
if the contents of the pan were boBed till the 
syrup was finished. The addition of the green 
juice injured the quality. He used the cast 
iron pan made by Clark & Utter. Sheet iron 
pans were apt to burn the mass. The yield 
per acre is about?]60 gallons on sandy soll, and 
more upon clay soil, The whole number of 
gallong manufactured by this gentleman was 
706. He was not abe to give the net cost of 
growing and manufa turing; neither could he 
say what seed he planted. For cleansing, he 
used \¢ tb. of saleratus to sixty gallons of 


juice.

He went about 
the store muttering unintelligibly to himself, 
and finally told the boy that he had swallowed 
four ounces of landanum and a large quantity 
of morphine, with the intention of taking his 
own life, and that he was then, to aj! intents 
and purposes “‘no more for this world.” He 
then said he was going out to get a priest, that 
he might die at peace with bis Maker, and en- 
deavored to leave the place. The lad, suppo- 
sing his employer was suffering from a fit of 
hypocondria, insisted that he should stay, and 
endeavored to keep him in the store. He also 
called a lady living over the store to aid him. 
The efforts of the two were of no avall, how- 

ever, amd Mr. Jephson departed. His appare! 
was very scant, consisting of a cap, light black 
coat, light drab pants, shoes but no stockings, 
no crayat or collar; a habit, not at all calcala- 
ted to protect a person from the extreme cold 
of that day and those following. He took no 
money with him, baving deposited his wallet 
and funds in the drawer along with two strange 
documents intended for his will. His disap- 
pearance is fixed at about 6 0’clock of Thursday 
morning, since which time no tidings of his 
whereabouts have have been heard or anything 
learned in regard to the manner in which he 
made way with himself.

Since that article was written we have been 
informed that not only the physicians, but 
the Steward of the Hospital are willing and 
even desirous of accommodating sick soldiers, 
and negotiations to that effect were pending 
some time since, but for some reason were 
dropped.

In Washington and in all the Eastern camps, 
patients cuffering with contagious diseases are 
at once removed from the camp, as should 
have been done at Camp Douglas long ago. 
We trust the authorities will not neglect this 
opportunity to remove their patients to a 
hospital where most excellent attendance and 
the comforts and necessaries incident to the 
sick room will be provided. It is certainly 
culpable in the_extreme to expose the efitire 
camp to a troublesome complaint, and one 
which, with the limited accommodations of 
the Camp Hospital and necessary exposure, 
may prove dangerous. Some proper place 
should. be secured at once, and we know of 
none better or more economical than the City 
Hospital.
